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Class  History

With  our  sets  under  construction  we  had  to  produce  all  of  our  outdoor  activities 
elsewhere.  During  the  winter  scene,  we  decided  to  hold  another  dance  in  that  same  cafeteria  setting,  but  this  time  it 
was  our  troupe  of  aaors  and  actresses  and  the  older  generation  of  our  community.  Then  we  held  our  prom  at 
Manchester  Country  Club  on  May  17,  1996.  The  Queen  of  the  dance  was  played  by  Jennifer  Barton  and  the  king  was 
played  by  Marc  Dumaine.  Their  court  aaors  consisted  of  Karie  Madigan,  Carrie  Dewees,  Gina  Orefice,  Mary 
Kolodziej,  Ty  Gorham,  James  Grimes,  Joe  Barone  and  Greg  Floyd.  Because  of  the  weather,  this  aa  lasted  longer  than 
anyone  realized,  but  we  made  it  to  the  curtain  call.
